Reason To Believe, itself, is a a new international quarterly DIY hardcore/punk zine, 
with a special emphasis on the European scene. It's being brought together by a varied 
collective of people who have gained experience in the mechanics 

of the DIY hardcore punk community, putting out records, zines, organising tours, - 

distros, bands, etc. (inc. Armed With Anger , Flat Earth, Tours R' Us, etc.). 

RTB aims to fill the gap left in Europe for a prominent regularly focussed zine to 

promote the European network and to provide a European focussed forum. 

RTB, also, aims to provide healthy coverage to those involved in the "mechanics" 

of the DIY scene and to provide coverage of issues and events that we regard as important, 
not covered by the mainstream media, exploring and promoting what alternatives are out there. 


Layouts either by xleox or sneda 
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My name is Lukasz, I come from Poland, from city called Bialystok. I am 
19 years old and since few years I am connected with Hardcore/Punk 
movement. In my city I am busy with social activity (together with a 
group of friends working as a voluntary- non-profit). We are taking care 
of older people- we feed them, clean houses, do shopping, we do other 
things. 

At the beginning we wanted to help only older people but during our 
activity we met other social groups, which need help too (ill people, lone 
mothers etc). We do this for 6 months; under our permanent care are 7 
people and we sometimes do one-time interventions. Those are very 
difficult cases- for example we take care for person, who for 20 years 
didn’t leave her house because of open space phobia, which fact was used 
by her neighbors, who demanded. money. for doing shopping. Other 
person is suffering from Alzheimer di8ease, family is stealing her 
pension, leaving her without ‘sources to live. Those are social groups, 
which are still ignored and left with nothing, because they won’t go to 
streets. When I started doing this, I didn’t expect such ignorance from 
state institutions and normal people (neighbors, family). 

I don’t know how the situation with social help in your area, but in 
Poland it is just an empty word. On the one hand it is because of bad 
situation in country- 18% of unemployment, budget deficit and cutting all 
social spending. Funds for social help, pensions and doles are very low, 
those are amounts for which you can’t survive, one-time funds for poor 
are not even enough to pay a rent (dole is 100 euro a month, one time help 
is about 22 euro), on the other hand state institutions are organized by 
bureaucracy, offices are filling so many paper that they don’t have time 
to do really important things. We would like to expand our activity but 
we need two things for that: more volunteers and money. Sometimes we 
manage to get free food from state institutions, but generally we try to 
finance our activity from our own resources. We don’t belong to rich , we 
live in poorest part of Poland, where salaries are very low and getting 
money for any actions is practically impossible. I earn 5,5 euro for 8 
hours of work daily, one guy, who is helping me with this action gets not 
more than me, second guy is still studying and is financed by his family, 
my girlfriend also studies and she is not earning anything. 

To expand number of people we are taking care of, we decided with my 
girlfriend to go abroad and try to get money for this I would like to ask if 
you have possibilities and will to help us? I am asking just to organize 
some work and any place to stay for 3 months of holidays. I know that its 
strange request, but this is last resort for me and I wouldn’t turn to you if 
there would be any possibility of getting money here. We are not 
demanding a lot, any work and any place to sleep is good and all money 
we will put to good use. It is very important to me, I would like to 
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continue to help people who are alone and ignored. It would be very sad 
if we would have to stop that because of so prosaic reason as lack of 
money. I would like to add that we don’t do it as any kind of organization, 
we are informal group of passionate people. We just get information from 
state institutions who needs help. Reason that I am turning to you is not 
accidental. I am directing my request to people for whom HC/Punk is not 
an empty slogan and who see misery, abuse, oppression and ignoring of 
other people. Not many volunteers want to take care for old people 
because is not so pleasant as lets say taking care for the babies. Old 
people are forgotten, because they are not needed by anyone, they won’t 
go to street to strike. Our movement was always in some way connected 
to social help- we know more, we see more and I think that behind 
beautiful slogans there should be an action. I just hoped that person like 
you can understand this. If you can’t or you don’t want to help, please 
answer anyway, that we will know on what we can count. Maybe you 
know other people that can help? If yes- send their addresses.

So we just arrived here in San Salvador Atenco, just outside Mexico 
City, and we are very quickly learning about the political situation here, 
and aboutthe amazing actions of people in resistance. Back in October, 
a bill was signed that sold a very large. piece of land in the city of 
Texcoco, to the east of Mexico City, for the building of a new airport. 
This along with a recent string of privatizations and appropriations of 
land all around Mexico is all a part of the process of globalization 
pushed by Fox as part of his Plan Puebla Panama, a plan created for the 
continued industrialization of the southwest portions of Mexico. 

The people found out after their land was sold. The president of the 
town, giving no opportunity for public input, made agreements with the 
government to the selling of the land without informing the people. The 
people of San Salvador Atenco came together in resistance and took 
over the city. These are not political:activists, they are people that just 
want to live with their land and be left alone by the governments greed. 
They had no previous experience with organized resistance and used no 
arms but they raised the machetes already in their hands as a symbol of 
struggle. The government says the people of Atenco have weapons but 
the people tell us that their determination and numbers are bulletproof 
and they do not need weapons. With or without whatever you want to 
consider a weapon, the people of Atenco took back their city, kicked out 
the president and the rest of the government, literally chased out the 
police, and have kept it an autonomous zone for over half a year. When 
they hear of police hanging around the entrance to the city, they go and 
chase them away. Sometimes the people of Atenco make the police walk 
home, keeping their shoes, clothes, and other useful things. 

The government is using an old technique to fight the struggle here. 
They are attempting to create division and disagreement within the 
communities involved in the struggle. The government is making many 
different promises, including drinkable tap water, if the communities 
will comply with the plan for the airport. Many of the communities are 
not allowing the government to reel them in, but the problem, as usual, 
is education. The people willing to compromise do not realize that the 
use of the 5000 hectares now “owned” by the government of Mexico 
City, is going to create urbanized spread across much more of the 
surrounding land. The plan includes much more than just a large airport. 
It includes new highways that will tear through what are now peoples 
homes, the expansion of the metro lines, the building of hotels and 
restaurants, and most of all the creation of huge new industrial zones, 
called maquiladoras, like those surrounding the borders of the USA. 
These “free trade” zones create low wage jobs in order to create 
products, usually destined for the USA or European countries. This 
airport plan affects 13 municipalities. These are not small towns, 35,000 
people are being affected. Today, we explored the targeted land and we 
were educated about endangered species and 30 different types of birds 
that only live in this area. They were singing their rare songs today when 
we arrived around 3 o’clock. They normally only sing in the morning 
but today they had a message that needed to be heard. The land also 
includes ancient ruins; rock carvings and compasses centuries old, that 
we were amazed to not have to pay a museum entrance fee to look at, 
yet they were hard to see through the tears of future knowledge. Within 
reach of our feet were obsidian fossils of what were once knives of the 
rich pre-Hispanic history. Already the government, and President Fox in 
particular, are suppressing the voice of dissent. 

The people of this struggle have held several successful marches but at 
one in particular, May Ist, foreigners were photographed participating 
and because it is illegal, they were quickly deported, 18 in total, back to 


the USA. This among other tricks are being used against the people from ~ 


Atenco. On May 9th, Cayo Vicente, a comrade in this struggle, was 
being harassed by the police when he was waiting for his bus back to the 
city. The police are always stopping their vehicles when they have to 
attend marches. Security denies the people of Atenco entrance to some 
universities when the student community invites them to their 
conferences. These are only some of the examples of the low intensity 
War. 

This airport is part one of a three part plan known as Plan Puebla 
Panama, possibly, at this time, the epitomy of the globalization of 
gentrification. This struggle mirrors those all across the world, where the 
rich are pouring more and more cement that only the rich can walk on. 
The people here are doing what they have to do to stop the destruction 
of their lives, their traditions, and their culture. They are determined not 


to live to see an airport take their land. Expropriation or eminent 
domain, in every town weare facing the privatization of our land for 
their use. 


The following is a translation of the manifesto of the people struggling 
here in San Salvador Atenco: 


“No to the Airport in Texcoco! 


Vicente Fox Quesada, president of Mexico, signed a decree last October 
22nd 2001, which expropriates more than 5 thousand hectares from the 
counties of San Salvador Atenco, Chimalhuacan and Texcoco for the 
construction of an international airport complemented with an exclusive 
hotel and commercial zone. We are more than 35 thousand people living 
in the expropriated land, descendents from the original founders that 
populated the region before the 

Spanish Conquistadores. We live mainly from the products of our land, 
like alfalfa, squashes, corn, and beans. This is our land, we live from it, 
therefore we have decided not to sell it. We don’t negotiate our dignity. 
The arguments that the government gives for the construction of the 
airport are absurd and unjustifiable. Just 3% of the national population 
has access to this service. The benefits and progress that this project 
promises are an illusion for the town. The developing and growing that 
they describe in this project excludes the people. It only responds to the 
profit of the national and foreign oligarchy. The airport will benefit the 
groups Atlacomulco, the ICA, Tribasa, ARA, CEMEX and MITRE 
enterprises among others. The decree of expropriation is completely 
illegal and illegitimate because it violates the articles 27 and 115 of the 
constitution, among others laws and treaties like the 169 Convenium of 
the International Organization of the Work in its articles 4 and 6 that are 
about the original towns and their rights to keep their land, culture and 
traditions. The decree is also plagued with irregularities because it does 
not justify the public utility and it violates the right of audience. The 
federal government and the state never consulted us. The affected towns 
had a public debate with Vicente Fox in the National Auditorium the 4th 
and 11th of March this year. It was an appointment that Fox didn’t 
attend, showing that he doesnit have arguments and that he doesn’t want 
to listen the people. His last declarations are in the favor of the 
construction of the airport against any will of the people. His position 
evidences himself as authoritarian and despotic. We have been almost 6 
months in demanding Vicente Fox to be sensible and revoke the 
expropriation decree, but instead of solutions we have had repression in 
the form of infiltrators, army and federal police (PFP) helicopters flying 
over our homes and land, court suits on our comrades, invasions with 
tractors on our lands, etc. We demand solutions; our families are in a 
desperate situation. We suffer violation of our human rights by the 
constant harassment and repression. _ 

The construction of the airport in our lands will bring ecological 
imbalance in the zone, will destroy the water mirrors and with it the 
more than 200 thousand different kinds of birds that live there, will 
reduce the recharge areas for water reserves increasing the lack of water, 
saltification of the ground and the flooding of the coast and south of the 
capital city, D.F. 

We have the rights to defend our land because we have the right to live 
on our land and be farmers. We don’t want to go from our towns. The 
expropriation is a theft and we hold President Vicente Fox responsible 
for the origin, length, and ending of this problem.

The World Bank 


The name is kind of ominous, a little bit sci-fi, reminiscent of films 
where the village helps a hero escape and then receives 
punishment meted out by the faceless soldiers of .... The World 
Bank. As we shall see, this organisation is pretty faceless and 
you'd be right to be scared of it. But it's OK, we have a fail-safe 
way to minimise the harm it can do. We'll come to that later. 


So some history to begin with. The World Bank was formed out of 
the Bretton Woods talks following the end of WWII. It’s function is 
ostensibly to lend money to countries which need it so as to help 
their economic progress. It performs this function hand-in-hand 
with the International Monetary Fund. In recent years however the 
Bank has come under attack because the loans, which it issues, 
are based on stringent criteria, which force a country to adopt the 
neo-liberal stance of the USA and Western Europe. So basically 
economic progress is only encouraged if it fits the template 
devised by western economists. 


In theory this means that the loans are only given if the country 
agrees to implement so-called structural adjustments such as 
privatising national industries, and cutting spending on 
‘inessentials’ like health and education so as to spend more 
money building roads or dams. 


What does this mean in practice? Well. we can take a look around 
and see that in Bolivia the government was pressed to privatise 
the water industry, which led to rioting and huge public pressure 
before the decision was reversed. In Argentina the entire economy 
has collapsed, a result spurred magnificently by the decision to 
dollarise, which worked well in the short term and disastrously a 
few years on when inflation set in. Nepal is suffering from a 
popular Maoist uprising, helped in a large part by the effects of IMF 
/ World Bank programs which have left the average Nepali unable 
to afford basic health care or education; further, the 85% of the 
population which earns its living from agriculture now has to 
struggle to do so without the important state subsidies which 
helped to buy fertiliser and seeds. Meanwhile of course, 
infrastructure projects such as hydroelectric dams have been 
successfully completed, bringing huge profits to western 
companies and lining the pockets of corrupt Nepali officials. It's a 
sick joke, which is being repeated in many of the world’s poorest 
countries. To give some statistics, Oxfam reports that the poor 
countries pay $100 billion in tariffs and subsidies back to the West, 
which is over twice as much as they receive in aid. Another telling 
statistic is that “If Africa, East Asia, South Asia and Latin America 
were each to increase their share of world exports by 1%, the 
resulting gains in income would lift 128 million people out of 
poverty” (Oxfam again). So if we allowed trade without these 
restrictive terms we might actually really do some good. But that’s 
another story. Both the WB and the IMF are to a large extent 
unaccountable bodies. Amazing but true. 

So how to call them to account? Well the best tactic is to go for its 
funds, and engage in financial activism. The World Bank Bonds 
Boycott was called for by ‘Third’ World groups, and is a global 
movement to attack the World Bank where it hurts - its funding. 
This very effective way to challenge the WB at source. In a similar 
way the Campaign Against Arms Trade and animal rights groups 
like SHAC (Stop Huntingdon Animal Cruelty) are successfully 
attacking the sources, which fund arms or animal. testing 
respectively. Worldwide, the boycott’s eventual aims are the same

iz An end to the structural adjustment programs 

3 An end to ecologically unsound projects, such as extractive 
mining 

Many groups such as local governments, trade unions, student 
unions, churches are funding World Bank projects inadvertently, 
through investing in mutual funds which then pour the money into 
WB bonds, which are rated as AAA, i.e. as safe as you can get. It’s 
a sneaking suspicion that many ethical funds do not have any 
criteria, which would rule out investing in the WB. True to form the 
WB does not actually disclose who has the bonds, this must be 
found out on a case-by-case basis. 

So now the boycott movement is taking off, and will hopefully 


develop in to a grass roots movement, which can achieve some of 
the successes of Jubilee 2000 whilst remaining more radical. In 
Europe, the boycott is just beginning. Groups are being targeted 
on two levels, for it is important -to realise most organisations or 
individuals will not actually sell their bonds, if indeed this is even 
possible. The issue is not as clearly emotive as funding an animal 
testing centres and we will not be threatening the investors with 
violence (a tactic which had been used successfully but which is 
very short term and now is being legislated against). So then the 
task would be to stop these investors reinvesting. And then with 
groups who are not investing at the moment, it is just as important 
to gain a pledge that they will not invest in the future. Here the 
parallel with the apartheid boycott of South African goods 
becomes clear. In the USA, the boycott has been running since 
2000 and already some socially responsible investment firms 
(such as Harrington Investments, Progressive Assets 
Managements), City Councils (e.g. Boulder, Colorado and San 
Francisco, California) and Labour Unions have pledged not to buy 
bonds. 

In Europe there are the headquarters of many investors in the WB, 
so of course they must be targeted. Also it is astounding how much 
public pressure can achieve, so maximum publicity is required. 
Further, the WBB must serve a mouthpiece for groups in the 
‘developing world’ and give them a forum in the West. Speaker 
tours are in the pipeline. | hope that community and student 
group’s will all take on the project. And how about you?

They were only just 
beaten to the throne by the CDA, the Christian 
conservative party, no great friend of progressive 
politics either, as every punk, squatter and activist 
around in the 80’s will vividly remember. This time it 
seems no different. The latter might have been a bit 
more cautious and “political” with regards to the 
language used in its speeches, but behind that mask of 
‘respectability’ it’s still the same story of anti-refugee 
propaganda combined with a slice of the ever popular © 
“Jaw and order” sloganeering. 


So what happened? Politics and politicians happened. 
Years of gaining votes the easy way, using refugees as 
nothing more than currency to obtain and remain in 
power. Their lives worth no more than the extent to 
which they can be used as scapegoats. It’s a popular 
strategy and one that is employed by all across the 
political spectrum; from the openly racist extreme right 
to the more ‘accepted’ parties who coat the exact same 
words with a thin layer of “respectability”. What 
happened in the Netherlands was for a large part the 
result of these seeds of xenophobia and racism planted 
by all of them, while the response from the leaders of 
the “civilized” world to the September 11th attacks last 
year proved to be the essential & final fertilizer, 
There’s just no greater friend to the extreme- & 
opportunist right than Presidents & Prime Ministers 
who divide the world in “the good or bad”, “with us or 
against us” or even “forward and backward cultures”, 
to serve their own selfish objectives. This is what - 
makes this story relevant to all of you. The 
understanding that it’s not just the murdered Fortuyn 
and his gang of power hungry vultures who’re to blame 
for this situation, it’s all of them. All the vultures, 
across the political spectrum, no matter what ideology 


: they pretend to represent. It’s the “New Labours” 


whose name is the only thing that still connects them to 
that last movement, the Conservatives who stay true to 
their heritage of racism and xenophobia and more

This interview took place in Chiapas, Mexico, March 2002. All questions were asked by 3 
zapatista solidarity workers from Bristol who were lucky enough to meet this top bunch of 


anarchist punks from the J.A.R. collective. For more information on J.A.R. check www.geocities.com/jardfpunx .

QO: Are there many punks in Mexico? 

A: Well in Mexico there’s lots of punks but there’s punks that don’t and the attitude 
of really being in struggle all your life, or in the things that you do, because there’s 
punks who only listen to music and support groups who play expensive gigs and 
only go to those shows to get mashed, but also there’s punks who do have suss, no? 
Not just in groups or collectives but also | reckon it has to start individually with 
yourself. But unfortunately a lot of punks don’t know how or don’t want to see it 
like that. 


Q : Can it be said that there’s a punk movement in Mexico? 

A : Okay, er, for some people in Europe, or where punk grew up, many think that 
the scene or the movement here is very strong. | don’t think it’s either so strong or 
weak. I just reckon there’s people who are committed to the movement; fanzines, 
collectives, bands and I think that yeah, there’s a punk movement in Mexico, but 
it’s not we could say great, and it’s there but not like many people see it, as a huge 
movement, nor like others, that it’s rubbish; it’s just a movement that is developing 
and struggling, which tries every day to carry on with a sound outlook and doing 

things. 


_ O: What is the J.A.R. cellective about? 

A : Well J.A.R. is a collective whose initials mean Juventud Anti-autoritaria 
Revolucionaria (Revolutionary Anti-authoritarian Youth), and it was created 
roughly in 1992. There was a demo against celebrating 500 years of the “discovery” 
of America, and a meeting of various collectives, mainly punks, and it began to 
work, erm, I dunno, the strength was that so many collectives formed and the idea 
was mainly to strengthen the movement in Mexico and, I dunno, bit by bit it fell 
apart, but there were some people who carried on working hard for the movement. 
Erm, some years ago this collective had different processes and amongst them it’s 
been, or rather, it has made links with other social movements. So, though it’s 
decreased in number, it grows in strength and it’s one of the few collectives that’s 
been going for many years which remains in existence. 

Okay, well the aim of the JAR collective is to reclaim punk culture. It’s taking away 
a little bit of the stain which punk has; drug addicts, badness, vandalism, robbery, 
all of that stuff, no? It is street level work, no? To try to be, er, I don’t know, 
whatever sort of work or action to encourage people to be a bit analytical of 
themselves and what they consume, no? We’ve got various projects on the go. One 
is a place where we can put on gigs, where we can, I dunno, progress much more 
easily, more practically. And from there of course having a little bit of income, a bit 
for everyone, no? Uh, also it will help us to, well, not to go to work as ever with a 
boss, who always fucks you over. We've also got this small project called “Tierra 
Viva”, no? Well, perhaps there isn’t, I’m not involved but many others are. | think 
the aim is to have a community in Mexico City and, well, that’s what I can tell you 
about Tierra viva. 
Okay, also we have a small non-professional zine which is also for, well, it’s open 
for any sort of protest or article that, er, anyone wants to put in, as long as it's 
countercultural, no? It also speaks a bit about punk and many subjects. We also 
have a small printing press, and | think that’s about it. . 


O : What sort of problems do you face being a punk in Mexico? 

A: Well, | think that punk, not just in Mexico, begins at home. By not dressing as 

your parents want, by not behaving like they taught you and by not following their 
rules which they impose on you. So that’s in personal terms. Not just in Mexico but 


anywhere where people don’t fit into society, it’s about discrimination from people

that see you, criticize you and, for sure, keep their distance from you because of the way you look. 
And that includes your own family. They totally reject you because you’re not the same as & 
everyone else. Yeah, as well as from normal people, the police are always on your case. Wherever 
there are punks or people who protest, there will always be repression, right? Similarly the | 
repression is in your home. The same old thing, that your parents want to see you dressed middle — 
class, brand names, that you should consume trendy things and all that, yeah? I think these are 
the main problems that we see. Well, we have always their neighbourhoods. They put drugs on 
the streets and it was sorted, no? I think a similar thing is happening here. They have put out lots 
of studded belts and T-shirts that say Punk, trying to convert it into... into a game, you know? It 
tries to devalue the importance of the movement. This is a big problem and I think it always will 
be. The government always tries to put a stop to these things. In one way or another, be it with 
drugs or in many other ways. 


Q : Do you have links with movements from other places, in Mexico or abroad? 

A : Well, as punks our struggle is not just here but everywhere. We have a network, well, 
numerous contacts with people in Brazil, Argentina, Paraguay, many countries in Europe, we 
often also link up with non punks, like ecologists in the U.S.; the bioregional movement. We have 
some contacts with them and in Spain, with squats, anarchist papers in the U.S. and in various 
other countries, and now in England. 

Q : Do you think it’s easy to get involved in the punk movement here in Mexico? Is it 
accessible? 

A: Yes it is, well, maybe in some ways not so easy. There is always this idea that punk here is 
very political, but there’s a lot of profiteering involved too. There are lots of groups who make 
money from the punk movement. Musically, then, for people getting involved this is the first 
thing they hear, and I think many don’t get past there ; that’s where they stay, They limit it to, I 
dunno, to staying there, stuck in the same groups, the same music and the same surroundings. 
They don’t have much idea getting wasted, getting a habit and that’s where they stay. There’s no 
more than that, but there’s always those of us who try to break this and pull people over, to invite 
them to participate in the movement, in the true punk movement which we believe is ours. 


Q : What does the collective do towards gaining real autonomy? 

A: We start with our daily lives. The state has everyone’s lives under control, so we fight to take 
control of our own lives, in our hands. One of the main means of control for the state is the 
economy; alienated, waged work. We are building small workshops to help ourselves 
economically; we already have a screen-printing workshop, which is working, and in future we 
would like to create one for carpentry and other crafts. Equally, we try to build autonomous 
zones, even if for a short time. At gigs we reject ‘professional’ security and we leave it in the 
hands of everyone. We reject businessmen and organise it all ourselves. We aim for gigs to be 
spaces of respect, education, companionship and a good laugh, free from profit and 
authoritarianism and totally self managed. The problem is that there are a lot of people who don’t 
understand this and turn the gigs into something totally destructive. 

Most of the collective members don’t like school, but we know the importance of education, so 
we self-educate, through free discussion of different writings, in something we call ‘study 
circles’. The issues we deal with are mostly self-management, ecology, sexuality, punk and other 
counter-cultures, and also we’ve looked at things we don’t agree with so much, like Marxism, as 
we reckon it’s good to know a bit about everything. The last one we did was to inform ourselves 
about the Puebla ‘Panama Plan’. We also go to workshops of other like-minded organisations, 
mostly about ecology. 


For some time here we have been getting money together to rent a place where we can put on our 
activities, like talks and workshops, as well as distributing punk and libertarian material, to set up 
the small library we have and much more, a free space but this will happen when finances allow 
us, which in Mexico is difficult. This is a short-term project, but in the long term we have the 
‘Tierra Viva Social and Ecological Community’ Project, which aims to be an eco-village in 
Mexico City. We want to demonstrate with deeds that we cam live in another way without 
damaging our surroundings so much, living in harmony and in a sustainable way. We want to get 
life out of the concrete again. But this Project still needs more money, which we are trying to 
collect, and also we ask if any one can help us in any way, get in touch. For more information 
about the Tierra Viva Social Ecologist Community see; www.laneta.apc.org/tierraviva. 


O : How do you see the Zapatista movement? ee 

A: The Zapatista movement deserves all our respect and has taught us lots. Although not all JAR 
members have been in the Zapatista lands, from our places of struggle we have learnt from them 
and supported their different proposals. Some years ago JAR had a committee in the FZLN - 
Zapatista National Liberation Front. Our committee was called ‘Librado Rivera’ but is no longer 
in existence, due to differences in ways of organising with the FZLN. Still, outside the FZLN we 
support the public consultations, caravans and actions called by the FZLN. And most 
importantly, we try to pay attention to the EZLN Zapatista National Liberation Army, when it 
says that the best way to help them is by organising in your own communities and fighting for 
your rights. :

O : How do you see that the anti-capitalist struggle can go forward? ‘ 

A: Well we think that anti capitalist struggle starts with each individual, like, with freedom of 
expression; the way in which we shout, our patches, our way of dressing and also ultimately in 
the way we relate with our surroundings. So for example, we come from the city and from the 
country and we realize that they are making us more cold, so we are trying to look for a more 
human warmth, and so as soon as we get together in a collective we are involved in anticapitalist 
struggle. And also against consumerism, we boycott multinationals, we try to constantly, in our 
own relationships with other people, analyse and criticise these relationships and whatever 
problems or worries come up, talk it through amongst ourselves. This is another form of | 
anticapitalist struggle, and we try to make change every day. : 
- Er, well I think a lot about the huge hatred I have in my guts and in my head whenever I hear - 
the word “globalisation”, which is something that kills thousands of people, murdered, is killing | : 
the earth, so many animals, and I think anticapitalist struggle has to carry on everywhere, with 
militant protest, direct action, distribution, whatever, by all the means you must use to finish with 
it. And yes that’s all; boycott, boycott, boycott until we finish with it, which will be very hard. 
-{ want to talk a bit about consumerism, and whether we like it or not we are wrapped up in it. 
But it also depends on how you get things. For example you can buy your things from markets 
that are much cheaper, where you deal with people like you and where you can get to know 
them, not just buying from them, but getting to know them as a person. If on the other hand you 
go to a prestigious department store which is much more expensive you can’t get to know 
anyone there, because you just go there, buy stuff and leave. You don’t get a human relationship 
- with those people there, and there is a lot in that. Understand that you are wrapped up in it, but 
it’s got a lot to do with how and where you buy your things. Lastly, globalise resistance. * 


O : According to what you've seen, what do you reckon to the punk movements of England 
and the U.S.? : 

A: Well, personally, punk, English punk, for a lot of new people is usually a sort of inspiration, 
because some of us know, or we believe that it didn’t start with the Sex Pistols. It began in the . 
poor areas of England, and for us we identify with that because we are from poor areas of 
Mexico City. Erm, every time we put our clothes on, every time, like, we shout, we're thinking 
of those neighbourhoods. So it’s like an incentive. But also we've seen that nowadays people, 
punks are not so involved in those countries. Also people who’ve travelled to the U.S. have told 
us that there’s a lot of punks who just spend their time drinking and going to gigs with no serious 
involvement in social struggle. So, for us, it’s like nowadays they’re not an example so much 
any more but deep down we fight for where it came from, we defend the roots of English punk. 
- And well, a bit about the U.S. I’ve found out on the internet about some bands who are making 
it into a business, who are trashing it, like Virus and the Casualties, who, it seems to me, began 
with more suss, but in the end liked money more. And the punkcore.com website which sells 
expensive trousers with zips, and everything for you to wear, but I also believe there are people 
involved that do fight on, groups like Aus Rotten and Defiance. Of course like anything else they 
have good and bad things. That’s all. 


OQ : Finally do you have anything to say to friends in the U.K.? 

A: ~ Well, friends from England and everyone listening to this. Remember the worst struggle is 
the one that is not fought. 5 

- Right, | reckon now we're like a monster, for a society which can’t stand it and sees it as ugly. 
I’d like that monster which now has only ten arms and twenty legs and many eyes, I'd like that 
monster to grow and not be just a monster, but a beast that scares the shit out of everyone! 
-And courage! :  . CD 
-And for the punks of England, realise that the movement began there, and it’s important to 
reclaim it, don’t let it die from drinking, get active! — i - : 
_-And for many, English punks a motivation, in it’s origins, and here in Mexico it’s the 
popular style; seventies English punk. It rocks. Okay, that’s it. I want to send greetings and say 
we have to remember always, we have to exist and resist and never give up. Don’t let the system — 
- And I want to say - Spirit of Delinquency! 


* . The punks from J.A.R. on hearing of the Socialist Worker Party’s front group Globalise 
Resistance, quickly made it clear that they detest and disassociate from authoritarian so-called 
revolutionaries. This statement was made in the true spirit of International revolution.

(Although several places outside of Prague are mentioned in this article, the article largely 
concentrates on the scene in the Czech Republic’s capital city as this is the place most 
likely for people to visit, and for bands to play when they visit here - ND). 


M21q YIN Ag 


September 2000 saw many thousands of people take to the streets of Prague 
to demonstrate against the impact that International Monetary Fund/World Bank 
policies were having on ‘developing’ and ‘developed’ countries, their 
inhabitants and the environment. The protests saw a huge battle between police 
and protesters on the streets of Prague, particularly on Lumirova street where 
there was a constant exchange of molotov cocktails and pavement stones from 
anarchists and tear-gas bombs, water cannons and batons from the police. 
Around 900 protesters were arrested and many people were injured. Despite 
the fact that many of the protesters travelled to Prague from different parts of 
the world to show their dissent and take direct action, the anti IMF/WB 
demonstrations firmly put Prague on the “map for being a place where 
alternatives to mainstream culture are happening. Political dissent is nothing 
new to former Czechoslovakia, the Russian Communist regime being 
overturned during the Velvet revolution in 1989. However, as many Czechs are 
living complacently with the so called freedom that capitalism has supposed to 
have bought them, there is a small but growing number of people who are 
dedicated to living and promoting a sounder lifestyle, through the punk/hardcore 
scene, ecological and animal rights actions and a communal approach to 
housing. 


Clubs/Venues 


Probably Prague’s most infamous (and non-squat) punk and hardcore venue is 
club 007 (Near to stadion Strahov, follow the punks/hardcore kids getting off the 
176 bus from Karlovo namesti to the club!). 007's been going for many years 
and on average there are 3 shows there a week, with bands playing from all 
over the world. It also has regular hiphop, ska and jungle nights and actively 
supports anti-racist campaigns auch as the German “Good Night White Pride’ 
initiative. To many of the city’s punks, 007 has become an institution. 


Although no longer open, club Propast is worth a mention. Propast’s former 
crowd was largely made up of SHARP (skinheads aginst racial prejudice) skins. 
In 1996, during a benefit show for an AFA skinhead who killed a Nazi in self 
defence, the club was raided by special ‘anti terrorist’ police. Many people were 
beaten and some reportedly had machine guns pointed to their heads. Four 
years later, a similar violent eviction was to happen at squat Ladronka (see 
squat section). 


Other more mainstream places that host punk and hardcore include Futurum 
Music Club (Zborovska 7, Prague 5) the Roxy (Dlouha 33, Prague 1) and the 
Akropolis (Kubelikova 27, Prague 3), which saw Conflict (with some other 
Czech and Slovak punk bands) play there at the beginning of May. Travelling 
outside of Prague, and worth a visit, is "Vrah’ (murderer) in the village of Roznov 
pod Radhostem. This club is run by a collective of people dedicated to putting 
on, usually benefit, hardore and punk gigs, albeit on an irregular basis. 


Squats 


Besides being a workable and cheap/free! option for housing for those people 
in need of it, the squats in Prague promote and put on many gigs and act as 
information and support centres for activists. Probably the best known squat in 
Prague was Ladronka, which is now closed. Ladronka hosted many hundreds 
of gigs, several exhibitions and various other creative actions before it was shut 
down by the cops. The two current squats in Prague are Papirna and Milada, 
both located in Prague 8, Holesovice. 


Milada squat (take 112 bus from Nadrazi Holesovice metro station, get off at 
Telc Pyrolka and the large house to the right of the student dorm buildings is the 
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squat) stands near to the maths and physics faculty of the 
Charles university of Prague. It. has been open as an 
autonomous centre since 1st May 1998. Despite attempts 
by police to evict the occupants, a court case and several 
attacks by Nazis, Milada stills exists today and at the time 
of writing is celebrating 4 years of existence with a 4 day 
festival of Oi!, punk, hiphop and ska. 


Papirna (Na Papirnu, Prague 8) squat is located right near 
to the end station of the red metro line, Nadrazi Holesovice 
and is similar to Milada in its activities. Papirna opened at 
a similar time to Milada as two previous squats in Prague, 
Sochorka and Zenklova were evicted and the people living 
there at that time needed a new place to live. 


Bands 


When | was living back in the north of England, it was very 
rarely, if at all, that a Czech band, would play at any of the 
local squats/venues. Now I’m living in Prague and 
experiencing quite alot of them, I’ve started to appreciate 
what I’ve been missing. It’s probably due to a number of 
factors that Czech bands don’t cross the channel from the 
European mainland - costs to get to the U.K. and some 
bands think they may not make the money they need to 
break even, due to them being less known (and maybe 
less appreciated) by Western European audiences. 
Hopefully, the situation will change if Czech band DREAD 
101 come to tour in the UK this summertime as planned. 
The band have been recently recording a split LP with 
SOCIAL INSECURITY which is being released on Insane 
society records. To me, DREAD 101 are characteristic of 
the raw energy and complete DIY attitude of Czech 
hardcore/punk bands. Other bands worth mentioning are 
MINDLOCK who did a really good split 7 inch with SEE 
YOU IN HELL as a benefit for Club Vrah and the brilliant 
EXEKUCE, who recently played with Conflict in Prague. 
Their AFA benefit split cassette with Paragraf 119 on 
Emergency Records is worth getting if you like your punk 
old school with a bit of Oi and politically charged. 


Politics and social issues are the main focus for songs by 
JAKSI TAKSI and BALACLAVA. JAKSI TAKSI can be 
described as fast but melodic punk and they have a 
number of albums out. BALACLAVA are an all vegan 
hardcore band, and what they may lack in releases (they 
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just have two 7 inch releases at present) they make up for 
in their commitment to their ideals and the quality of stuff 
that they produce. The band is playing the annual Fluff 
Festival in Pilsen, Czech republic this year, and an 
interview can be found with them in this zine. 


Hard to categorise, Czech groups LUMEN ~ and 
KEVORKIAN, both on Day After Records are probably 
considered to be the more esoteric end of the spectrum of 
Czech hardcore bands, being a combination of metal, 
hardcore and with influences of Black Sabbath/Motorhead 
(especially KEVORKIAN!). LUMEN have released two LP’s 
so far, their latest being Raison D’etre whereas 
KEVORKIAN have one split LP with Czech band ALBION 
and a 7 inch entitked Who is Who? which was their last 
release. They are currently working on a new project, to be 
released | am told, soon!

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Festivals 


As well as having an active gig scene, the Czech Republic 
holds a number of punk and hardcore festivals each year, in 
which not only Czech bands but bands from all over the 
world play. Probably the best known of these festivals is the 
Fluff festival (formerly Y2K straightedge festival) held every 
August in the town of Pilsen near the Czech-German border. 
Fluff fest is not just about music though - the festival 
supports information stalls from various anarchist and 
ecological groups and serves vegan food on site. . 


Anti-society fest takes place in the town of Trutnov, in the 
east of the Czech Republic and is a punk festival of usually 
20 or so bands from all over Europe. A similar event, 
Obscene fest, also takes place in Trutnov over 3 days but | 
can’t comment on when this happens because | have no 
personal experience of it! 


Activism/Collectives 


Many people involved in promoting and supporting punk and 
hardcore are also involved in various anarchist, 
environmental and animal rights organisations. There are 4 
main anarchist groups in the Czech republic. Anti-facist 
action (AFA) who publish Akce magazine, Solidarity, an 
anarcho-syndicalist collective, Federation of social 
anarchists and Czechoslovak anarchist federation, who 
publish Existence and A-Kontra magazines as well as 
organising the Anarchist Black cross. Although often 
different in their approaches, all 4 groups come together for 
the traditional ‘prvni Maj (Mayday) anarchist 
demonstration/gathering each year on Strelecky Ostrov 
(Strelecky Island). This island (situated between the national 
theatre and Ujezd) is also home to the weekly Food Not 
Bombs collective, where a free vegan Sunday dinner is 
given out to the city’s homeless. 


Other groups in Prague doing good stuff are Carbusters and 
Prague animal rights group. Carbusters promote alternatives 
to car use, publish the Carbusters magazine and organise 
the monthly critical mass bike ride through Prague as well as 
acting as a resource centre. Prague animal rights are 
involved in direct action/demonstrations for animal rights 
and usually have an information stand every Wednesday 
from 1pm opposite |.P.Paviova tram stop and Metro station. 


Labels and Distribution 


Emergency Records (Chvalova 8, Prague 313 000, Czech 
Republic) operates as both a record label and a 
punk/hardcore/Oi shop selling records, CD’s, patches, 
clothes, boots, literature, videos etc. A similar shop exists in 
Utopia information cafe (Belehradska 45, ‘Prague 2) where 
there is also a reading/distribution room of anarchist and 
related material. Utopia also acts as a base for many 
meetings/projects related to various campaigns. 


Some distributors here just promote and_ sell 
hardcore/anarchist/punk literature, stickers, postcards, 
patches etc such as AP distribution. Other distributors such 
as Day after records and Insane label tend to be more | 
focused on distributing and promoting the bands on their 
label and don’t necessarily distribute other anarchist/punk 
material. 


Zines 


Most zines seem to be distributed through gigs/events in 
the Czech Republic although it is possible to get some 
zines directly through the post from the people who 
produce them (available addresses are in the contacts 
section at the end of the article). However the following 
zines are all printed in Czech, with currently no other 
language versions available. 


Probably one of the best known zines is Hluboka Orba 
which always contains lots of interviews and reviews of 
LP’s/cassettes as well as social/political articles. In the 
same sort of style, Pruser zine was probably one of the first 
Czech zines to promote anti-smoking/anti-drinking lifesyle 
and the people who produced it now publish the anarcho- 
punk magazine Kontrakultura (Counter-culture). 
Komunikace is also an anarcho-punk zine and focuses alot 
on Czech bands, anarchist and vegan issues. Other 
publications that look at environmetal issues/direct action 
are the action update of Czech Earth first! (Zemi 
Pgedevsim!) which contains lots of useful information 
about forthcoming actions and events around the world, 
and Zeleny Provaznicek, which is a magazine of green 
anarchism, with an anti-car/pro-vegan perspective. 


A-kontra and Existence are zines/magazines of the 
Czechoslovak anarchist federation. A-kontra started as a 
punk hardcore zine but now it focuses more on political 
anarchist theory including translations into Czech of 
international anarchist works, anarchofeminism and 
reports from demonstrations/actions. A-kontra is published 
every 6-8 weeks or so and well over a hundred have been 
put out so far. Existence is published less frequently but 
contains similar sorts of information to A-kontra.

of DIY Distribution? 


In the last issue of RTB, as part of our overall exploration and discussion 
of the mechanics of the “DIY network”, we gathered together a range of 
contributions from labels and distros to piece together a debate the current 
state of the international DIY distribution network. What follows is a 
follow-up piece to continue the debate on these themes. To re-cap a little, 
distribution contains a multitude of questions, issues, problems and 
nightmares about the channels a record or ‘product’ is sold through, 
putting punk rock ethics on a pedestal and raising the extent to which a 
record can be widely available, but at the same time be independently 
distributed and with some retention of control over pricing. The reason 
why you can buy some records through some channels and not through 
others, or why you can buy CDs from your local DIY distro for half the 
price as the local chain-store, is determined by the distribution channels a 
label chooses. Part of the purpose of this overall piece is to help inform 
you of the some the debate and issues affecting HC/punk distribution 
which we feel shouldn’t be kept confined to label, distribution or zine 
circles. 


During the 1990s in particular, the global DIY distribution network (that 
is, labels or distros operating on a mainly not-for-profit basis) developed 
a particularly strong interdependent network. This allowed small bands 
and bedroom-based record labels to have their records sold all around the 
world by ‘trading’ releases with other similar labels and other outfits on a 
reciprocal basis, each selling the others’ records at shows or through the 
mail, largely cutting out some of the more commercially orientated record 
stores and mainstream distribution networks. Towards the end of the 
1990s, some of the bigger players within this network, particularly in the 
U.S. either burnt out, quit or fell apart. The ripple effect of this was pretty 
significant in such an interdependent network, arguably introducing and 
speeding up many changes to the DIY network and further allowing the 
rise of “exclusive” distribution deals (that is, a single distributor having an 
exclusive distribution arrangement with a number of record labels). 


The whole purpose of the article and the reason why we at RTB felt it 
necessary to spread the piece over two issues is because of our past and 
present involvement in the DIY network, and our questioning of how the 
entire structure is changing, evolving, perhaps breaking down, and as to 
where it’s heading. Is the medium still part of the message? Does 
exclusive distribution undermine the whole ethos of the DIY distribution 
network? How does the DIY distribution network overcome often poor 
distribution in record shops? How do DIY releases get to that kid just 
getting into music who’s unaware of the whole ethic of being “more than 
music” and a “do-it-yourself” spirit? Where’s the dividing line between a 
bedroom-based record label and a fully fledged tax paying business? 
Where is the network heading and how would we like it to be shaped? 
How do we (or do we wish to) develop a stronger network? These are just 
a few of the questions, themes and issues raised in the last issue of RTB. 


To be clear, we didn’t want to be puritan about this and we certainly didn’t 
want to present a “DIY or die” attitude because that’s not what we’re 
about. We encouraged a range of contributions from all angles to present 
a readable, accessible debate from all sides without appearing to be 
pompous or dry, regardless of whether they considered their activities to 
be business orientated or more DIY focussed. We wanted you, the reader, 
to become more informed about the debate and help you draw your own 
conclusions. Although there are still some notable omissions from this 
debate (those in the thick of activities are usually either too busy or burnt 
out to take the time out to contribute - go figure!) what follows are some 
of the submissions and responses we received following our last issue, 
which in some cases, have opened up this can of worms even wider. We 
would have preferred more international contributions to avoided this 
second part appearing too UK-centric. RTB would also like to keep this 
theme going and would welcome letters on any of these issues. And if you 
don’t think these issues really matter, well you’re probably right in the 
bigger scheme of things! But speaking as someone who ran a label for ten 
years and have recently decided to call it quits, partly due to the constant 
difficulties and headaches of effective independent distribution, I think it 
does matter to those of us who are trying to make a difference through 
these channels. (RC)

Exclusive distribution fucking stinks! I have 
no doubt about that, and not the best of 
arguments will change my opinion! I could 
give you hundreds of examples that have 
happened, but I’ll just use an anonymous one 
here to picture the problem: label A decides to 
go exclusive with distributor B. When 
contacting B, you get to hear that in your 
country, they. are dealing exclusive with 
distributor C. So you contact C to get the 
fucking record, and naturally all this means 
price-additions onto the record. Oh well, still you want the record, so you 
ask C to get it, but C does not carry the record, since “it’s unlikely to be 
sold in good quantities...” - Things like this actually happen, and it 
happens very often! These situations will not benefit the label, nor the 
bands! 


But even on a less “professional” level, this exclusive shit is getting more 
and more popular! Take a look at EBULLITION with all their exclusives. 
most of the records there are really high-priced (higher than most of the 
labels at MORDAM aare!). Naturally it’s understandable that 
EBULLITION cannot trade for tons of stuff, so if you want a lot of 
records, you will have to pay for it. So these records end up immensely 
expensive in Europe! The effect is simply that if these labels are “too lazy” 
(or whatever) to deal direct with any other distributors, they will surely 
not sell as many copies as possible ‘coz their stuff is just too expensive to 
be sold in larger quantities! Exclusive deals will lead here only to a sort of 
“exclusive club of collector nerds” getting to know these records, instead 
of benefiting a functioning DIY-network! But is this DIY-network actually 
functioning?!? It always struck me kinda ridiculous that way too many 
people are using the term “professional” in a negative context as being 
opposite to DIY... First of all, people who release records should have 
their shit together and get things done properly (aka professional)! And 


what’s hurting the DIY-network really bad is the incredible amount of 
shitty records that seem to be published solely for the purpose of trades! 
It seems like tons of records are traded from hand to hand around the 
globe, ending up again after going thru’ a dozen hands at their origin, 
without one single person having actually bought one of those records... 
take a look at all those “trade-lists”, there’s thousands of them and they all 
offer the same lame records! 


I wish there were a chance of getting some sort of structure that can 
function as an “umbrella for independent labels”, but in the end there’s 
always someone who has to sell the records and actually PAY for it! So 
money actually is a factor in the process, and money needs “professional” 
working attitudes! And it happens way too often that smaller distros quit, 
because their attitudes aren’t that professional. I’ve experienced a hundred 
times during the last years that kids are too dumb to handle it. They get 
records in trade, thinking “uh, my record cost 2.50, so I sell this traded one 
as well for 2.50” - not considering all the other costs, like postage, printing 
lists, maybe even having to pay import charges... and after a few months, 
they will tell you that they lost “oooh so much money” and can’t do this 
anymore out of their mom’s wallet... and the ones being fucked are those 
who gave them records on consignment - and this kind of thing happens 
too often, almost once a month at least. 


So the question is, can this go on forever? And where is DIY-distribution 
heading? At the very moment, I have absolutely no illusions about it, and 
with all these “exclusive deals”, it’s heading into a direction where DIY- 
distribution will sooner or later become a completely marginalized factor 
in the record-business world, split into two totally separate parts: the ones 
trying to monopolize it with their “exclusive deals”, and those kids who 
trade records around the globe, without anybody outside of their tiny 
trade-world taking notice! And finally, I’m sick of all this bullshit like “oh, 
I can’t find these records in our local recordstore!” - so fucking what! All 
these examples like “when I got into punk, I bought my SEX PISTOLS 
record also at Virgin” are completely STUPID! times have changed, boys 
and girls!

I read with interest the articles on 
distribution in the last issue of RTB and 
without wanting to repeat them let me 
just say that there are a lot of valid 
points on both sides! What I found 
interesting is that while there has 
always been much debate in the hc/punk communities about the ethics and 
ethos of distribution of the end product there has been little debate about 
the value we place on the actual product itself. 


Obviously there are many ways of assessing value. First let us look at the 
purely fiscal aspect of current day releases. The cost of a 
7°/10”/LP/CD/Tape from a stall is generally at least half of the price I 
have ever seen anything in a mainstream record shop. No question in the 
value for money sense of things then... or is that a falsehood? 


If we paid more for records perhaps labels could pay for better quality 
recordings, and perhaps not have to use the cheapest pressing plants. We 
are all for ethical cash crops, sustainable forestry and the like but does 
anyone care if their new record was pressed in death trap factory with an 


appalling environmental record? Clearly there could be positive ways in * 


which an increase in unit price could be used to benefit both the 
‘consumer’ and those hidden elements of the production chain... ie, the 
workers! 


Another often overlooked aspect of a record is the actual playing time. 
There is no doubt about it the playing time of LPs is getting shorter, and 
no body has really noticed - well, apart from Set (Active Minds/Looney 
Tunes) but that is a different story! Personally I don’t want to listen to 40 
‘minutes of anything unless it is earth shatteringly good, groundbreaking 
and well recorded, so I am quite happy about shorter LPs, however, they 
don’t seem to have commensurately small prices! Is this how labels get 
around the unofficial pricing policies of the underground scene? Don’t 
worry, |’Il argue against this in a minute! 


Okay so that wasn’t a purely fiscal look at value, it veered towards 
emotive topics and moral issues. On a more personal level perhaps it 
could be argued that some releases have little value in either a musical, 
educational, spiritual, artistic, social or political context and really labels 
should be more selective about what they put out. 


One important issue most contributors mentioned is the seemingly 
symbiotic relationship between labels and distros. However this is also 
true for those of us in bands: you can’t really be in a band without getting 
into the realms of record trading and distros. My percentage of the 
pressing has always been in plastic rather than pounds! It’s a bit of a pain 
in the arse, but luckily for me have usually been in a band with people 
who have actually run distros (not so‘fticky, when you’re on tour and said 
persons were usually no where to be fucking seen when it came toloading 
the van!).

money’ (in reality though we are just offsetting the costs of band 
membership) few DIY bands are actually in a position to do this without 
having to constantly tour. This brings me nicely round to the other aspect 
of the product: live performance... Ask most distro or label people if they 
put on bands these days and most, if they’re being honest, will only do it 
for their friends or for bands that they really like. The reason being is that 
it’s far too much hassle... and you often have to put your hand in your own 
pocket at the end of the night. Lots of DIY bands only ask for petrol 
money/expenses, and sadly many people who put on shows/gigs/concerts 
take us at face value. Factor in the cost of van hire even at DIY rates and 
the inevitable running repairs to said vehicle on a short tour and then see 
what the bands expenses really are. If you actually own the vehicle you 
are touring in perhaps you can factor out these things but the band or an 
individual member ends up paying in the long run. The scene does not do 
much to support its bands in this respect. 


It’s easier in mainland Europe as beer sales can often help to offset the 
promoter’s costs, but here in the UK we don’t have that option. Most 
people who come to see underground bands will also quite happily fork 
out the going rate to see bigger bands, but balk at the thought of a £4 door 
price for two touring bands in the DIY circuit. Without live music the 
scene will die, but how much longer can ‘promoters’ keep on subsidising 
bands out of their own pocket. Similarly how much longer can bands keep 
subsidising the audience out of their own pockets? 


Rather than working outside of the capitalist system to produce a more 
equitable method of producing and distributing music it seems as if we 
have taken the whole logic of capitalism and turned on its head. Bands, 
promoters, labels and distros are actually subsidising the ‘consumer’ out 
of their own pockets. At least with labels and distros the opportunity exists 
to eventually recoup a little money, but for those of us lower down the 
food chain it seems to be acceptable for us to keep pouring our own 
money into keeping the scene afloat. 


If we truly care about the future DIY hc/punk and want to see it to 
continue, perhaps we have to re-asses what we are prepared to pay for it, 
and the value we are prepared to assign to it.

I do find 
that history is being re-invented, and I’ll conclude with this: history 
that there is still money to be made from Doom despite the regord having’ 


reinventing is something you really notice as you get older, that things are 
getting misrepresented and you realise ‘No, it wasn’t like that - what are 
you on about?’. You realise it and that whole strain of stuff that I have 
been a part of with Flat Earth and that whole Anarcho stuff in the 80’s 
through the 90’s and the British, northern Hardcore scene.. The stuff that 
you are involved in yourself, that whole part of it, I would say it is not 
really getting its dues, it is not really getting recognised. It’s like all these 
other things have kind of overtaken it. Because we haven’t got the big 
marketing tools and we are not marketing our shit you know like Plastic 
Head or someone who are just swamping... some wankers like that, 
Victory Records you know - these are people that I particularly despise! 
Just cynical business people. They are just cunts. I haven’t got a better 
word for them I’m afraid! I hate them, and I hate what they stand for. They 
stand for bullshit and capitalism and nothing else, and the fact that people 
like me who are trying to make a change, trying to fight against this 
bullshit.. we are being swamped by this. But I think as long as we have got 


a breath in us we will still exist and we will just do our own thing. My 
perspective has definitely changed from a big world-changing thing, a big 
explosive thing like with Crass and the whole anarcho-punk, that was big 
enough to ensnare a lot of people into it and now you have got this very 
localised, very small underground thing that you are part of cause that is 
just how it is at the minute. DIY does not have to be small but for me it is, 
for what I consider worth it. It’s just that there is so much bullshit out 
there. I fucking hate everyone! [laughter]”

- [ have no problem with someone making a living doing a label, it’s not 
the easiest job that’s for sure. 


- Exclusive Distribution is Rubbish - “I do a label..” Label my arse, 
you're a puppet on a string, you want the glory without the graft and you 
won't trade with me so your shit is 15 quid in the shops - fuck off! 


- ‘Exclusives exclude the smaller labels’ It’s True, It’s true - so we hoist 
the middle finger to these wankers, and create our own networks, right? 
..RIGHT?? 


- Active Distribution rules the flat earth, buy some stuff from them now! 
- As Ken said last time about Mordam, it’s a double edged sword 


- ‘Pay no more than’ thing - simply state the postpaid price and the label 
address on.the record cover somewhere, then it’s the consumers choice: I 
for one, would copy down the info and mailorder it if 1 thought the shop 
was taking the piss. 


- ‘Unaware of the ethic and network’ : We got the internet nowadays! 
Those who want to find out can do so, the lines of communication are 
much more open than they used to be, so I don’t buy into that, plenty of 
music/info online for free - what could be more DIY than downloading the 
shit yourself?

If they 
treat you like shit act like manure. 


- ‘Swallowed Up’: Our best ideas are co-opted by the mainstream, 
regurgitated and sold back to us, it’s nothing new at all. Money talks and 
bullshit walks. 


Timojhen Mark of Vacuum has a shiny new motorbike while owing me 
over a grand, with absofuckinlutely NO intention of ever paying me back. 
You helped to destroy any faith I had left in this shit. Most other debtors 
came through in the end I’m pleased to say.

Since I’ve put this whole debate 
together over the last couple of issues, 
I don’t feel it necessary to add much 
additional commentary on most: of 
these themes. Armed With Anger 
Records has just closed in case you 
didn’t know (see www.awarecords.com 


for the full picture as to why). One of the reasons I did get fed up and 


which certainly contributed to the closure of AWA was having to deal with 
what at times was the very flaky nature of the DIY network, which made 
life for those honest people involved much more difficult. I’m not 
suggesting the whole.DIY network is made up of flaky or dishonest 
individuals - it’s only a small minority. But that’s still too many flakes and 
because of the inter-dependent. nature of the DIY network - if one distro 
flakes out and doesn’t pay their debts, this has knock on ripple effects for 
all the other labels and distros who were owed money, it’s a real problem. 
Since most of us barely break even on DIY activities, being ripped off 
makes life much harder and is totally inexcusable. Comparatively, I think 
AWA has done well in avoiding really substantial debts building with 
individual distros, who consequently disappear. I know other labels 
who’ve got debts many, many times the size of my debts, but regardless 
of the amounts of money involved, the principle is still the same.. One 
lesson to be learnt from this whole debate is that if you do have an 
“exclusive” arrangement with a distributor, if they fold or disappear (in 
most cases), the label is likely to be screwed, often being owed thousands 
and not having the means to do anything about it. 


What follows are some of the distros and labels who’ve ripped AWA over 
the last few years, despite many attempts to chase payment. With each of 
these people, I’ve threatened to publicly print their names, but they still 
ignore me. Sure, people’s life circumstances change, but when you choose 
to entirely turn your back on your responsibilities and not even make an 
effort to clear your debts, that’s damaging for everyone.

Where do we go now? 


What is Peat? 


It is undeniable - peat is a wonderstuff: cheap, sterile, 
lightweight and pleasant to handle, with good water and 
air holding qualities. Peat forms in very wet or water- 
logged habitats such as bogs, where the dead vegetation is 
in effect preserved rather than decomposing. There are 
two basic kinds of peat: sedge and moss, or sphagnum. 
This is created by a slow build-up of sphagnum moss in a 
bog that is either ‘blanket’ or ‘raised’. Raised bogs in 
lowland areas are of greatest interest to peat extractors as 
they can be many metres deep. They are also the ones 
environmentalists are most concerned about. 


Theoretically a living peat bog can regenerate at about 
15mm per year. Unfortunately, large-scale modern 
production has made this unlikely, because the land is 
drained before extraction. Not only is recolonisation by 
the native flora and fauna remote, but the delicate and 
complex water tables in adjacent undrained areas are also 
put under threat. 


As organisms grow they use carbon dioxide (the main 
greenhouse gas contributing to climate change), storing it 
as carbon, and as they decay the carbon is released. Peat is, 
essentially, undecayed plant-matter, storing between 500 
and 1000 gigatonnes of carbon globally. US atmospheric 
research suggests that alterations in the extent of peat bogs 
would change the concentration of CO2 in the atmosphere 
by up to 20%, because living peat bogs take up CO2 as 
they grow, while drained (not to mention dug up and 
spread around) bogs decay, releasing thousands of years 
worth of stored carbon into the air. 


Peat Processing & How to Stop It 


Peat is stripped when the land is dry enough to support the 
machinery, which is usually between Easter and the 
beginning of October. The moors are criss-crossed with 
drainage ditches and channels (from under a metre to 2 or 
3m wide and over 2m deep), and there are pumping 
stations at various points, which keep the water flowing 
out. Blocking these drains and putting the pumps out of 
action protects the hydrology of the peat. 


During the cutting season the surface is scraped off and 
pushed into ridges by tractor-type things and then 
collected by harvesters, which are distinctive by their 
conveyor belts. There are only three harvesters and we 
suspect they are not easy to replace. These move the now 
crumbly peat into dumper trucks, which leave it in a giant 
stockpile along the narrow-gauge rail lines. The stockpile 
is covered over to prevent it from becoming too dry in the 
summer or from soaking up water in the winter, which

makes it more difficult to handle. There are two trains, 
which transport the peat back to the works at the 
northernmost edge of Hatfield Moor. They run through the 
summer, but are rarely used to full capacity in the winter 


as there is no other work done on the moors. They tend to 


derail themselves if they go too fast or if they get rocked 
too much. In the past the lines have been tampered with. 


Once at the peat works the peat is filtered, washed and 
heat-treated before having the various 
chemicals/fertilizers added to make the various types of 
compost. Once it has been treated it would be completely 
useless (and probably ecologically damaging) to return it 
to the moor. It is wrapped and heat-sealed and then stacked 
on pallets for storage and distribution. There are vast 
stocks of wrapped up pallets of peat all round the 
perimeter of the works, waiting to be distributed. 


There is only one entrance to the site, via a small metal 
bridge over a major drain. Every vehicle entering the 
works (i.e. staff cars and distribution lorries) uses this 
bridge. 


Aren’t Thorne & Hatfield Protected? 


Thorne & Hatfield Moors have been commercially milled 
for peat for about 50 years and there has been opposition 
of varying militancy since it started. By the early ‘90s the 
Peatlands Campaign Consortium (PCC) had achieved a 
significant drop in sales of peat, which was threatening 
Fisons’ (the then land-owners) business. The company was 
forced to do a deal in which the land was gifted to English 
Nature, although Fisons retained the lease and minerals 
extraction rights for 20% of Thorne & 80% of Hatfield. 
The rest of the land is now a nature reserve, being restored 
and managed by English Nature. The whole area is 
notified as an SSSI.

In 1995 the nature reserves were given SAC status 
(Special Area of Conservation) under the EU Habitats 
Directive, and some areas of both the reserves and the 
workings were given SPA status (Special Protection Area) 
under the EU Birds Directive. These give more protection 
than any British legislation. 


In 1997 English Nature proposed de-notifying the 
workings, based on research funded by Scotts (who by 
then had bought out the company). They claimed that the 
hydrology of the site was so badly damaged by the peat 
working that it could no longer be restored and was not 
worth protecting. The Thorne & Hatfield Moors 
Conservation Forum (a network of local & regional 
conservation groups & experts) produced research to 
counter their evidence and SSSI status was retained. The 
campaign to save the moors was reinvigorated from this 


point. 


In 1999, after being told by the EU that the UK must 
propose at least another 100 sites for SAC status, English 
Nature (under pressure from the Conservation Forum and 
the PCC) proposed the rest of Thorne & the whole of 
Hatfield. This has still not been submitted however as the 
government is under pressure from other peat producers 
holding up the process. It could still take up to seven years 
for the moors to receive SAC status. 


Action 


In April 1992 Earth First! hit the headlines with its first 
publicised act of ecotage: £100,000 damage to digging 
machinery on Thorne Moors. Then it all went a bit quiet! 


Since April 2001 we’ve been back on track with the 
campaign and Northern EF! groups spent last summer 
building up support for the campaign and trying to limit 
the amount of peat extracted. 


An action was organised every month with several 
happening in August. They ranged from small, 
unannounced autonomous actions to big well-advertised 
ones. Some were designed to stop work at the factory, 
while others were trespasses onto the moor. A whole range 
of different activities occurred from a kid’s ceilidh, 
playing frisbee, shutting down the works, stopping cutting, 
filling in drainage ditches, stealing keys from machines, 
damaging the back up generator, shutting down the 
processing computer, sabotaging machines, putting sand 
in the train engines, digging up the railway track and 
derailing the trains. There was also some night time action 
over the summer, including plenty of ditch filling and re- 
routeing pumping equipment onto a track to create a mire 
impassable for their machines. 


Peat Alert was born in autumn 2001. It was becoming clear 
that saving Thorne & Hatfield, the two largest raised mires 
in the UK, could lead to more rapid destruction for other 


peat lands, in the UK and abroad, so we extended our 
focus to reflect our ultimate aim - a complete end to peat 
use. : 


In February 2002, eight Scotts’ facilities around the 
country were targeted - factories & head offices were 
occupied and blockaded and peatland drainage ditches 
were filled at two sites. Although British staff did not want 
to press charges against occupiers arrested at the Ipswich 
facility, the bosses in the US decided otherwise. They will 
be appearing in court in January and are intending to call 
about 80 witnesses, including the US CEO. 


At the end of February, Scotts announced that they would 
stop milling immediately on three sites in exchange for 
£17.3 million from the government and would mill what’s 
left of Hatfield for a further three cutting seasons. While 
this is obviously good news, it is still not an acceptable 
solution. 


The end of March saw a four-day action camp at the 
Hatfield peat-works. This was the week leading up to the 
Easter bank holiday weekend, a very busy time for 
shipping peat out to garden centres around the country. 
The first day about 100 people blocked that one bridge 
mentioned earlier for nearly 3 hours and there wasn’t 
much lorry movement the rest of the day either. There 
were 38 arrests for Section 14 (not being in a designated 
protest area) of which 37 have now been dropped. Bail 
conditions of not coming within 2 miles of the peatworks 
meant that people could still stay at the action camp and go 
on the southern end of the moor. On the Tuesday there was 
a Friends of the Earth demo, which restricted the number 
of lorries leaving the works. There were also three arrests 
for breaking bail conditions during a ditch-filling session - 
not charged of course, since the police had over-estimated 
the extent of the two-mile limit. Action over the next two 


days was frustrated by the huge police presence, as. 
everyone leaving the site was tailed, some as far as 


Doncaster and Sheffield. However, we made a big impact 
locally and received a huge amount of support, while the 
police handling of the situation was heavily criticised in 
the local press. 


At a bail hearing during that week, Scotts admitted that 
earlier in the month £40,000 damage had been caused 
when stockpiled peatbags were slashed. We were also 
informed at the beginning of May that an electricity pylon 
had been felled, massively disrupting their power supply. 


There is due to be another action camp starting on the 
August bank holiday weekend, although the focus of the 
campaign generally will be switching to William Sinclair 
Ltd, who are threatening to take the government to judicial 
review over DEFRA’s decision to submit Bolton Fell for 
SAC status. William Sinclair also import large quantities 
‘of peat from Estonia, where pristine peatlands are 
beginning to come under an enormous amount of pressure.

Too Little Too Late 


The years of lobbying by members of the Peatlands 
Campaign Consortium have led to major DIY firms 
developing strategies to phase out peat products: 


* B&Q (the market leader) doesn’t stock any Scotts 
products and is committed to diluting all other products to 
85% peat-free by 2006. 

* Homebase (#3 in DIY sector) has announced a similar 
policy, but they’re only committing to a 10-year timescale. 
* Focus Do It All (#2) had committed to producing a 
policy by Easter 2002: “Peat does not have a long term 
future in our business”. Focus Group is a recent merger of 
Wickes, Great Mills, Focus/Do It All and several others. 
The policy will apply to the whole group, but at the 
moment they’re pretty confused about what exactly their 
various stores do sell. 

* Wyevale (garden centre chain) “...is actively working 
with compost and plant suppliers on tests relating to the 
availability and use of peat-free growing media and will 
closely monitor the results of these tests. It is our intention 
to promote peat-free compost alternative products 
wherever possible... We will not recommend the use of 
peat as a mulch or soil improver” 

- Several supermarkets are expected to produce similar 
strategies in the near future.

Protection Charter”, to which 66 councils have signed up 

and several commercial growers, pledging to limit their

In an ideal world yes, in as much as we dovtry & + 


some money in reserve in case of disastrous turnouts etc. 
at the moment we don't have much of a kitty as we've.had 
to spend a bit of money recently on leads for microphones 
& our p.a. & had several ‘quiet’ gigs. We are quite lucky in 
that our overheads our pretty minimal at the moment e.g. 
the king Alfred is free, we have our own p.a. etc. what 
normally happens is that the individual s.t.e. members pay 
for things like food for bands in advance & then get the 
money back from the door money, or at least that's how it's 
méant.towork! If turnouts have been bad then the losses 
are split between-the members of the Collective. We are 
also quite fortunate in that on odd occasions when literally 
15 people have turned up: at*a gig, our friends have dug 
Deep to ensure the bands got atéast some money! 

Advice to people wishing to do something similar? Be 


realistic & don't promise things you can't deliver, Be honest ~ 
with people & make sure you do things properly’& not half- 


heartedly. Don't try & run before you ean walk, start off with 
local bands & build. up.from’there. Once word’gets.around 
you're putting’on regular gigs, you will be inundated by 
bands contacting you for gigs - don't do too many gigs in 
a short space of. time,..as-punters*will inevitably pick & 
choose which ones to go to & you'll burn out on doing gigs. 
In terms of how the mechanics of the collective work - 
communication is key. Don't assume that people know 
things & also try & divide tasks equally & work to people's 
strengths - above all make sure it's fun, otherwise what's 
the point? 


Do you feel the mechanics of the hardcore punk scene 
have changed much since you began doing gigs back 
in the 80s?.and if so, how? 


Yes it is a-vastly different punk/hardcore/whatever Sade 


than when the s.t.e. started in 1988. The scene is much 
bigger now. To me it feels less of a community & close kni 
than it was in the past. At that time & probably through to 
the mid-90s if new people came into the scene it 
Southampton it was a real novelty & you went out of yo 
way to make a fuss of them!-There were also a k 
touring (& particularly u.s.) bands visiting the UK 
therefore when bands like SOULSIDE, VERE

a Food Co-operative 


I have to admit it, I have a bit of a 
thing against shops, they're such a 
bizarre concept. They don’t actually 
do anything of use to the produce they 
sell us; they exist purely to present us 
with everything we could possibly 
need, and to charge us much more than 
the cost of production for the 
privilege. Bizarre. There are now so 
many links in the chain between the 
producer and the consumer it's 
astounding. Of course, for me the ideal 
solution is to meet as many of my own 
material needs as possible, either 
through skipping other peoples throw- 
aways, or through growing at least 
some of my own food. I’m not saying 
the 
embodiment of capitalist evil, but I do 
think that-where ever possible, the 
point of consumption should be as 
close to the producer as possible (N.B 
not in a physical sense). One of the 
easiest ways of doing this is through a 
food co-op. Individuals rarely have the 
ability to buy the amount of produce 
affordable, 
producers and wholesalers don’t like 
selling individual items, it’s not cost 
effective. As part of a group, you can 
approach the wholesalers or even the 
producers with enough buying power 


that all shopkeepers are 


needed to make it 


to make it worth their while. 


In my limited experience, the setting 
up of food co-ops tends to take a

involved at the moment is still in its 
fledgling stages. It started with a small 
group of friends putting orders every 
4-6 weeks into a wholesaler called 
ILembas. Lembas is based in Sheffield 
and also supplies other Leeds food co- 
ops and health food shops. We haven’t 
advertised it’s existence, but word has 
quickly spread so that there are now 
over 50 people involved, with more 
people contacting me for details every

involved it’s a lot easier to share boxes 
or large bags of produce between us. 
The ability to share one large 5 litre 
bottle of say, washing up liquid, vastly 
reduces the amount of packaging 
usually involved in supplying five 
households, and costs a lot less than 
these ecological products usually do. 


The orders that we are now putting in 
every four weeks are pretty big, and so 
it makes sense for us to take the co-op 
a little further than this joint order 
stage. We are now looking for funding 
to enable us to buy the popular 
products in bulk, so we can then have 
regular open hours, and members can 
buy from us at cost price. This is a 
little more complicated to set up than 
the initial joint orders; we need 
premises for storage and a small 
amount of initial funding to buy large 
storage containers and the first lot of 
stock. After this, the co-op should be 
largely self-sustaining, any further 
costs can be met by small (£1-2) 
yearly donations from each membét. 
Funding can come from a variety of 
sources. If there are enough people 
involved, a small donation could be 


‘asked for to raise the few hundred 


pounds needed. If not, each region has 
different sources of funding for 
community voluntary projects, we’re 
looking into National Lottery Awards 
for All, the Scarman Trust and Health 
Action Zone (HAZ) funding. To find 
out about funding available in your 
area it’s worth contact your local 
Citizens Advice Bureau or Voluntary 
Action group. For some funding 
sources your group may need a 
constitution which sets out your 
groups aims and limitations, don’t let 
this put you off, they’re easy to write, 
and you can get help from the local 
Voluntary action group. 

It is worth going through the joint 
order stage first. After you have used 
your wholesalers for some time, you 
can negotiate discounts and the use of 
credit so you don’t have to pay on

delivery. It also allows the members of 
the co-op to decide whether it is worth 
enough to them to offer a little of their 
time each week to man the co-op. It 
also helps when applying for funding 
if you can show that there is already a 
demand for this. 


As I’m writing this, it kind of sounds 
like a lot of work for little gain, other 
than a small discount! Non of the co- 
ops that I have been involved in have 
been complicated to set up, and the 
small time commitment it takes has 
always, for me, been worth it- 
knowing where my produce is coming 
from, having a choice of organic and 
environmentally friendly products as 
opposed to the token and over priced 
ranges in most super markets, being 
able to choose who I buy from (the 
wholesaler we buy from are 
converting to a workers co-operative 
and source GM free as much as 
possible) and of course knowing that 
the money I spend is on a much more 
direct route to the producers them 
selves! Once set up, co-ops take on a 
life of their own, and’can be extended 
to meet more of the needs of the 
people involved. I know of one food 
co-op that now has two allotments and 
are growing and storing a lot of their 
own veggies. Another is now buying 
veggies directly from a local organic 
farmer to sell on.

People’s Food Co-op 


My name is Neil and I run a small political punk 
label called Tribal War Records. After having 
lived on the east coast in New York City for 17 
years I decided it was time to see the west coast, 
so I packed my little Chevy astro Van with 4 
cats, my shit and then a big 14 ft uhaul with 
Tribal War Records distribution. I ended up in 
Portland, Oregon. 


I had forgotten what it was like to live 
surrounded by green trees, and the smell of 
clean air (well cleaner than NYC that’s for sure). 
I have now lived here for 4 years; I live in a 
communal house with 11 people, 2 children 4 
and 8 and then all the rest of us adult children. 
The last couple of years have been hard for the 
label and after a few labels and people flaking 
on payments | decided it was time to get a job 
after surviving off the label for 10 years. 


| realised it was going to be a task to find a job 
having tattoos all over my body including hands 
and neck and numerous facial piercings (I’m 
kind of used to being asked if I’ve been to 
prison). Anyway while cooking at Food Not 
Bombs one day a friend told me that a local food 
co-op which I was already a member of was 
hiring for an assistant produce buyer 4 days a 
week. Being that I had worked with food back in 
the UK and loved cooking I decided to apply, 
not really seriously thinking I would get it. 


After 2 weeks I was called in for an interview, it 
went really well and it was nice to not have to 
hide my past and try and be someone | am not. 
A week later I got a call asking if I was 
interested in taking the job, I was so happy, out 
of 27 people I had got it. Now came the task of 
waking up at 4.00 am to cycle 4 miles to work, 
the first couple of weeks were hard, but once 
into the routine it was great. Riding around town 
while the town, birds, tree’s and sun wake up is 
totally inspiring, although after 8 month’s my 
bike is screaming out for some repairs. Ok that’s 
enough about me... 


People’s Food co-op is a membership owned, 
collectively run store. We have a 5-person board 
of directors, which a staff person is also on. 
There is no management structure and problems 
and concerns are all dealt with by all the staff at 
meetings every 3 weeks. Our meetings are based 
on consensus decision-making. We have a staff 
of 15 people and then an group of about 30 
Hands On Owners (Hoo’s), these people are a 
valuable asset to the co-op, they volunteer time 
to the store and in return get a percentage 
discount of 19 %. Membership is $180 for a 
lifetime membership, which can either be paid 
off all at once, or $30 a year for 6 years, after the 
first payment you then become an owner in the 
store and receive a 4% discount and have the 
right to vote. We also have a system set up for 
doing special orders, which give people a larger 
discount; these can either be in bulk or just 
small amounts. I take advantage of the special 
orders for our house because I get 25% off. 


Every Wednesday we hold Portland’s only all 
Organic Farmers market from 2pm till 7pm, jit is 


great to meet the people who grow a lot of our 
produce. We carry only organically grown 
produce with a strong emphasis on locally 
grown. 


Anyone can shop at the store, which mixed with 
the 2000 members in our 

existing store we could not handle. So at the 
beginning of 2002 we began an expansion 
project - we are doubling the floor space, putting 
in a bigger community room, offices, sunroom 
and bigger walk in fridges. 


The construction project is using Green 
Building techniques and materials. The most 
exciting part is the natural Cob building. We will 
be the first commercial building in Portland to 
use cob on a permitted building design. Every 
Saturday and Sunday people gather to help build 
the Cob walls, which makes use of local natural 
materials, sand, earth, straw and water and lot’s 
of hands and feet. Some of the other green 
building items are, geo-thermal cooling and 
heating system, on-site rainwater recovery in a 
1,500 gallon cistern. Which will then be used for 
the toilets and irrigation, concrete and 
wheatboard floors, stone bases for porch piers 
and cob walls, native/climate appropriate 
landscaping: vegetation requiring minimal 
water and care, such as eco-grass mix and 
drought resistant trees and shrubs, ample 
bicycle racks, employee bicycle incentive: 
repair, covered and indoor parking, efficient 
lighting and on and on. 


We move into the first phase on the 1st June and 
then they will work on the old part and then jack 
it up and the 2 will be made one. After 
expansion People’s will be one of the only 
stores in the US of its size without a hierarchal 
management system. We also have Hoo’s that 
offer health treatment and receive % discount, 
right now I take advantage of the massage and 
acupuncture. 


We should have a web site up and running very 
soon with all the information of the green 
construction and the history of People’s Food 


Co-op...... Peace.

The Australian government is currently 
headed by John Howards’ ‘Liberal’ party, 
basically a fascist party with a ‘friendly’ face. 
They have been responsible for Australia 
becoming an international pariah in the area 
of human rights and acting as nothing but a 
tool and extension of US foreign policy, 
backing the US-led war on terror. Australia is 
home to Pine Gap - a top. secret 
spy/communications base right in the centre of the coun- 
try. Pine Gap is an essential part of the US , Missile 
Defence System (Star Wars) making Australia a Nuclear 
target. Not content with this Howard and his cronies have 
followed the US in the refusal to adhere to the Kyoto 
protocols and have followed the US lead with destructive 
policies on health care, welfare, education, and worst still, 
the environment. 


Australia’s environmental track record is horrendous. Per 
capita we use more resources than any other country.

Australia is always 
presented as the lucky country. The place where the battler 
and the downtrodden are able to find the good life, but this 
is nothing more than a myth. Our community is currently 
divided by racial attitudes, we have shockingly high rates of 
youth suicide and drug abuse, unemployment is 
realistically around 22%, while for young people, it’s closer 
to 70% and the gap between rich and poor is widening with 
around 7% of the population owning 85% of the wealth. 


So, what to do, | don’t want this to sound like all doom and 
gloom, as there are wonderful people in this incredibly 
diverse country, who are struggling to create change within 
our society. Listed below you'll find a number of contacts for 
you to find out more what’s going on ‘down under’.

RTB: Could you tell me about the band members 
and how you got together? 

Jos: Seein Red consists of Paul, Olav and Jos. Paul and — 
Olav are brothers, and we met at a chips bar in | 
Amersfoort, which is the city where we all live. | didn’t 
live there right then, | lived in a small town nearby. At 
that time there were only a couple of punk rockers © 
around, and we saw each other’s graffiti on a wall, and © 
kept in contact by writing on the wall. | went to see my 
sister one day but she wasn't in, so | went to get some 
chips and Paul was there, that was how we met. From 
there on the friendship developed, we listened to records, 
went to gigs. Around that time there were so many bands 
popping up, and we got the idea; ‘Maybe we can do this @ 
as well.’ We started out simply with a chair as a drum | 
kit, two hammers as sticks, only one bass amp witha ga 
bass guitar, the guitar was also plugged into the bass im 
amp as well as the microphone! Then it got more | 
serious, Olav bought himself a drum kit, with that | 
band we did one gig, around 1980, and we recorded 
some songs on a cassette, on the Larm discography 
CD there are two of those songs as a bonus, those 
songs are the recordings we did with the chair and the 
two hammers! The bass player was a friend of mine who lived in 
the same town as | did, his story is a bit of a drama story. He also 
moved to Amersfoort and got involved with some people who were 
into punk rock but also into hard drugs as well, he got into that 
scene so we sort of drifted apart from him. We got in touch with 
some people living around Amersfoort who had some equipment, 
and got a new bass player. There were two females who joined on 
vocals. The bass player didn’t really like me, so he tried to 
separate me from Paul and Olav. Neither of us were aware of it 
until we were at a gig and started talking about it, and we were 
like, ‘Fuck this guy!, we’ll continue without him.’ Then we formed a 
band called Total Chaoz, we recorded some songs for a tape. At 
that time we started our own tape label, and we got in touch with 
two other local bands, one a ska-punk band, the other playing 
. covers by the Ramones and UK Subs, and we did a 3 way split 
release. Then Total Chaoz changed it’s name to Larm, and we ran 
into a guy who lived fi an hour away from Amersfoort who used to 
sing in a band called Red Riot, and he asked to join us, so we said 
ok. From that moment on it started to get more “serious”. We still 
had the tape label and we released a tape called Holland 
hardcore. At that time the network was starting to evolve more, 
and Larm was starting to play a lot, which was difficult as we had 
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to do all the gigs by train, which meant not playing last and running 1 gee a lot 

for the train! Then we got in touch with a lot of people all over the f ti 

country, and there was this band called Stanx, from north Holland, 0 njus e 

who always organised festivals. We played a lot with them so we In + 8 sic 
decided to do a split LP together. We were both booked into a 

studio in Amsterdam and recorded the ‘Campaign for Musical and corrup t world 


Destruction’ 12”, released in 1984. 
RTB: Did you steal the idea from the Skumdribblurrzs ? 
Jos: | think we stole the idea as much as they stole the songs from 
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other bands! | know the guy’s going to show up 
tonight, like the last time we were over here! We did 
the split LP and then we started to gig a lot, people 
either liked us or hated us. Looking back at it, we still 
find it hard to believe that Larm has been such a big 
influence on a lot of bands, we never realised it at the 
time. After that we recorded a 7” which turned out to 
be total crap because the pressing plant messed it up, 
we released that 7” ourselves. After that we got in 
touch with a guy from America so we appeared ona 
compilation 7”, and we did an LP, one side studio one 
side live for this guy. Then he asked us if we wanted 
to come over to America, we said ok, it never 
happened, and afterwards we were quite glad 
because he got us booked into Golden Voice shows 
with Suicidal Tendencies and the Exploited etc. Then 
we recorded the ‘Nothing Is Hard in this World’ 7” and 
at that time we also did the UK tour, (1987) after that 
we went to Germany with Heresy. Then it was 
becoming a bit of a bore, people were shouting 
‘Faster, faster’ and there were semi-major record 
labels offering us deals, like Nuclear Blast, offering us 
a lot of money. We sat down and said, ‘This is not the 
way we wanted to be in a band so lets quit Larm.’ At 
that time the singer also wanted to move on. Basically 
_that’s how Larm ended and Seein’ Red started, and at 
first we had a guy on bass and | was doing vocals. 
The bass player was also in Profound which evoived 
into Man Lifting Banner, we. did 4 songs for a 
compilation LP. Then Bart the bass player decided he 
couldn't do 2 bands at once so he left the band and | 
went back to bass, which is how we started as a 3 
piece. At first, as we had been playing fast music for 
some time we decided to try something new, and this 
was at the time when bands like Fugazi and Ignition 
were gaining popularity. We decided to try that and we 
weren't very good at it! We did the ist 7”, and it took 
us a long time to get rid of 1000 copies, but then 
people started to gain interest in Seein’ Red, so we 
got offered to do an LP, for the Yura collective, then 
we did another 7” ourselves, then all of a sudden, at 
this big festival in Amsterdam with Propaghandi about 
6-7 years ago we had some sort of “breakthrough” 
because there were so many people who hadn't 
heard us and our music had changed as well, 
basically because we saw Dropdead play, and bands 
like Suffer, Health Hazard, Kitchener, Stack, which 
was more our cup of tea, so we started to evolve and 
get back into that stuff again. People say we're a 
reincarnation of Larm, but it’s more aggressive and 


angry. 

Paul: | think the music suited the lyrics, which was 
what was wrong with the first record, as most of the 
lyric dealt with a lot of anger but the music didn't... 
Jos: There was too much softness in the music to 
express the lyrics. And we’re not musicians so it’s 
very hard for us to keep it up! All of a sudden things 
.Started happening in Holland again, now we have to 
turn gigs down, which is a very strange situation! 
Years ago it was like ‘We have to play again’, now it’s 
‘No, not another gig next week.’ A |uxurious situation.

RTB: You do a lot of split releases, can you 
explain i 
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Jos: The concept of a split release we think is very 
good. Mostly we do a split with a band we personally 
know, some time it’s a fairly new band, and although 
it might sound ambitious, I’m not trying to brag but 
Seein’ Red for some reason has a reputation, so we 
can help unknown bands by doing a release, so 
people buy it to check Seein’ Red out... 

RTB: Trying to expose new bands? 

Jos: Exactly. 

Paul: Especially with the Dutch releases, and to 
promote the Network of Friends idea, you can not 
only do it yourself but do it together. 

Jos: Money wise, it’s also much appt | like the 
format of a split release. 

RTB: Can you tell me a bit about how you got into 
communism, and how it affects your life, the 
band, music? 

Paul: We come from a working class background, we 
were brought up in a Social democracy, or what you 
call Labour party environment. All 3 of us got involved 
in anarchism and have been for quite a few years, 
and have been active in the local anarchist group, but 
we got a bit disillusioned about that. At the same time 
Crass broke up, and the anarchist scene, especially 
in Holland, was turning to drugs, more the Exploited 
form of chaos. 

Jos: There was also something called the Red Rock 
collective at that time in Holland, around 1979-80, 
which was a collective of 4 bands from Rotterdam, 
and they shared equipment and released their own 
records, did a fanzine. They were very much based 
on communism or anarcho-syndicalism. Being a 
punk in those days people were very much into 
anarchy and buying circled A pins, and circling every 
A on your leather jacket, it was more or less a 
gimmick. 

RTB: Couldn’t that be said for communism? It 
didn’t really kick off in the UK, anarchy meant 
both stupid and clever. 

Jos: In a way. 

Paul: But we were in a turning point at that moment, 
disillusionment, and at the same time the collective 
gave US... 

Jos: A good kick in the ass! They were setting an 
example of how things could be organised. A lot of 
‘Anarchists’ at that time were like, ‘There is no leader, 
so we all decide together’. This collective group said 
there has to be some sort of organisation. No actual 
authority, but if you want to make a decision, you 
can’t keep on discussing the subjects. At some point 
someone has to say ‘End of story, now we’re going to 
decide what we’re going to do” At that time all the 
small groups weren't willing to work together. 

RTB: I think it’s when you put a name on yourself, 
like ‘I’m an anarchist’, you can associate yourself 
with Wattie, or whatever... or you could say ‘’ma 
communist’, and you’re associating yourself with 
mass murderers. How do you fell about that? Do 
you still define yourself in such a way? 

Jos: It’s a bit hard to say, | totally agree with you. If 
you put a label on yourself, people try and fit you in a 
certain category, if you talk about communism and 
socialism people say ‘Russia, China, Stalin...’ and 
that kind of stuff. We are not saying that’s a good

Jos: It's also very splintered. They do not work together, and they try to oppose 
these parties but in a different way. They get very defensive. 

Paul: There was a real good thing going on with the anti-WTO demonstrations, 
stuff like that. Then September 11th came along, and even within those groups 
people were saying, ‘My world has gone berserk, | don’t know what to do 
anymore.’ After that we has demonstrations where only 500-600 people 
showed up, whereas before there were 10,000 people showing up. When we 
had:meetings, people were like, ‘| don’t know what to choose anymore.’ They 
started to believe all that information, that there was indeed a clash of two 
cultures, maybe we should defend ‘our way of live’ or whatever. 

Jos: The sickest thing about this whole party is their whole programme is 
based on sloganeering. They don’t have any solutions. Especially the party in 
Holland. The elections are gonna happen in 2 weeks, so he had to come up 
with people that were votable. They don’t have any political background, they 
just say, ‘I’m 40 years old, so my life experience is more important than my 
political experience.’ In the end | think Paul has a point that if they become a 
major party in Holland it will end within a year because they have no 
programme, no answers, no solutions. 

RTB: Fiscoles what sort of plans do you have for Seein’ Red in the near 
future? . 

Jos: People are asking us how long we are going to stay together as a band, 
which is the hardest question, because we don’t know. There are various 
aspects which keep this band going. First of all we enjoy being in a band, it’s 
a good outlet for...anything really. It gives us the chance to travel a lot, and 
meet new and older people we know from a long time ago. So as long as we 
still feel the, I’m getting poetic now, fire burning, we will keep on doing this.

When you're 20-25, you can tour for weeks and 
weeks with little sleep, but we're getting close to 40 or over 40 and we start to 
feel it in our body. Long tours is definitely a no for us, we enjoy 8-9 gigs in a 
row.

Ideal Alignment 


So what can you do? 
Basically what you need to 
do is to stretch the short 
overactive muscles and 

strengthen the long, weak, inhibited muscles. 
This means taking a good look at your posture, 
thinking which type most applies to you, 
targeting the affected muscle groups and 
avoiding aggravating factors wherever 
possible. Some basic tips are don’t do any 
activity for long periods of time. Stop what you 

are doing and have a stretch. When you are 
sitting or standing, imagine that someone is pulling 
the crown of your head off the ground with a piece of 


Kyphosis- ‘peskure. 


string- this should help stop you from slouching. If you are going to sit down anywhere for 
any length of time ensure that your feet are supported, you are sitting upright and that your 
back is not twisted. Make sure that you arrange your environment so that you aren't going to 
put yourself under any strain. Rolling up a towel and popping in to the hollow of your back 
can help you maintain a good posture when sitting. At night it is important that your neck is 


the pillow should rest in the hollow of you neck giving it more support. 


Some Basic Posture Exercises 


Abdominal strengthening exercises 


Bent knee fall outs: 

Purpose: Strengthen abdominals and stretch 
inner thigh muscles- to train the thigh to move 
independently of the. pelvis. 


Kyphosis-Lordosis 

The pelvis is tilted forwards and the hips are slightly bent forwards, making your bum stick out and 
-increasing the curve in at the bottom of the spine and the curve out at the top of the spine. The muscles 
at the front of the hip become tight and overactive, the muscles that extend your back become short 
and overactive, your abdominal muscles become weak and long and your muscles in your bottom and 
back of your thigh can vary. Aggravating factors may include prologed standing, walking (especially 
downhill, reaching overhead, looking up, lying on your front or back, swimming. 


vell supported. Try rolling up a towel and slipping it into your pillow case so that when you 
lay. down the towel fills the gap between your shoulder and your head, thus supporting 
your neck. Alternatively tie a piece of cord around the middle of your pillow so that it looks 
like.a pasta bow. Put your pillow case back over it and when you klay down the centre of 


Bend one leg with the foot on the floor, 
keep the other straight. Put your 
hands on your pelvis to monitor the 
motion. The pelvis is to maintain 
stationary as you let your knee 
fall out to the side-RELAX. 
Maintain the position of the 
pelvis as you pull the knee 
back to the centre. 


The Pelvis is level, the hips joints are neutral, and the lower part of your back is straight. Your feet are also parallel whilst the shoulders 
are level and the head is neither tilted nor rotated. 


Sway back 

This is where the pelvis sways forwards, the curve in the lower part of your 
back becomes less pronounced and the curve in the upper part of your back 
increases..Some of the muscles of the stomach become long and weak 
whereas the Rectus Abdominus (your six pack muscle) become short and 
overactive. The deep muscles of the back and the muscles of your bottom 
(gluteals) become long and weak whereas your hamstrings (at the back of 
your thigh) become short and overactive. The muscles on the outside of your 
hip-(your tensor fascia lata + iliotibial band) become short and overactive 
whereas the muscle at the front of your hip (iliopsoas) may become long and 
weak. This posture is largely attributed to people sitting for extensive periods 
of time. Pain can be aggravated by prolonged sitting, driving, bending, 
cycling, soft beds, standing, walking (especially downhill) and reaching 
overhead. 


Flat Back 

' This is where all the natural curves of 
- your spine are flattened and the pelvis 
may be slightly tilted back or in the 
middie. The muscle changes may be 
the same as sway back if your back is 
flexible. If your back is stiff and your 
hips are compensating for this the 
muscles of your batty may be long and 
weak, the muscle at the front of your 
hip may be long and weak and the 
muscle on the outside of your thigh 
may be tight and overactive. If your 
back is stiff. and your hips aren't 
compensating the muscles of your 
batty may be weak, the muscle at the 
front of your hip long and weak, the 
muscle on the outside of your thigh 
short and overactive and_ the 
hamstrings short and overactive.
